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Constitution Week to 
be noted Sept. 17 - 23 


District X, California State Society, Daughters 
of the American Revolution, Mrs. Frank J. Erhart, 
director, will commemorate Constitution Week, 
Sept. 17 through 23, with a luncheon and band 
concert at the Bidwell Forum, Glendora, on Sunday, 
Sept. 16. 

By proclamation of the President of the United 
States, federal, state and local officials, as well as 
leaders of civic, educational and religious or¬ 
ganizations, are urged to conduct appropriate cere¬ 
monies and activities during Constitution Week to 
commemorate this historic occasion. The seven-day 
observance includes programs sponsored by the 
DAR, SAR, American Legion, Knights of Colum¬ 
bus and Masonic Lodges. 

Constitution Week was established in 1955 
by President Dwight Eisenhower at the request of 
the National Society, DAR through Congress. All 
citizens are urged to fly the national colors during 
Constitution Week, Sept. 17 through 23. 

Director Erhart, District X, quotes President 
Reagan’s proclamation in part stating: “Septem¬ 
ber 17, 1984, marks the 197th anniversary of the 
signing of our Constitution. As the bicentennial of 
this dynamic and timeless document nears, all 
Americans should become reacquainted with its role 
as our great country’s guiding beacon. With this 
document as its blueprint, this Nation has become 
the finest example in history of the principle of 
government by law, in which every individual is 
guaranteed certain inalienable rights. 

“The Constitution provides a framework for 


our continuous striving to make a better America. 
It provides the basic balance between each branch 
of government, limits the power of that govern¬ 
ment, and guarantees to each of us as citizens our 
most basic rights. The Constitution, however, is 
only the outline of our system of government. It 
is through each individual citizen living out the 
ideals of the Constitution that we reach for a full 
expression of those ideals. Therefore, while we 
celebrate Citizenship Day and Constitution Week, 
let us rededicate ourselves to a full realization of 
the potential of the great country which the 
Founding Fathers struggled to create more than twb 
hundred years ago. 

“Once each year, on September 17, all four 
pages of the original signed Constitution are placed 
on public exhibition in the Rotunda of the National 
Archives building in Washington, D.C. All 
Americans are encouraged to take the opportunity 
to view this document, which embodies our national 
commitment to freedom.”

Twenty-four property owners in the South 
Baldwin Ave. area of the proposed Underground 
Utility District No. 2 will be polled concerning 
whether they wish to be a part of the underground¬ 
ing of utilities and how much they would be willing 
to spend on such a venture. 

At the Sierra Madre City Council meeting Tues¬ 
day evening, Norman McDonald agreed to poll all 
24 property owners the first of next month and 
Dr. John Watter agreed to sample at least three 
properties to see approximately how mpeh it would 
cost for an electrical hookup. 

This was in response to the public hearing to 
consider the formation of that utility district. The 
preliminary design work has been prepared by 
Southern California Edison and the total alloca¬ 
tion available is $275,966 through the use of Rule 
20 A funds by the electric company and capital 
improvement funds of the other utility companies. 
However, the estimated cost is $245,000. 

As indicated in Re.solution 84-55 which was 
adopted Aug. 14, 1984, the City Council authorizes 
the use of the city of Sierra Madre’s Rule 20 A 
funds for all costs of converting the electrical 
service lateral to an underground lateral, up to 100 
feet.

NOW, THEREFORE, the City Council of 
the City of Sierra Madre does hereby proclaim 
September 17 through September 23 as Con¬ 
stitution Week in the City of Sierra Madre, 
calling on ail residents to participate in the public 
program of their choice, if possible and to re-read 
the document itself; we further suggest that the 
national colors be displayed on the anniversary 
and during the week.

Sierra Madreans who attend the annual Old- 
Fashioned Sunday Afternoon Social Sept. 23, at 
Pinney House, sponsored by Sierra Madre His¬ 
torical Society, will get a look at this bit of Sierra 
Madre Victoriana. 

The party will be held on the lawn of 
historic Pinney House 225 N. Lima, from 3 to 
5 p.m. 

There is no charge to attend. It is a His¬ 
torical Society community social event with members 
providing refreshments — but this year it is also 
a celebration for the restoration of the Pinney 
House. 

The Pinney House was built in the 1880s 
at the height of a Southern California land boom. 
Now, almost 100 years later, the Historical Society 
will make a “boom” sound of its own with the 
party to celebrate the restoration of the historic 
building. 

For over a year, owners Hugh and Veronica 
Warden and their property manager, Sandy Yarnell, 
have been devoted to the restoration which was 
quite expensive. Every care was taken to keep the 
original appearance while the house was repaired — 
to make it structurally sound. The beautiful 
building which has almost a lacy appearance, 
stands now as a credit to their efforts. It now 
has years of life ahead. 

This beautiful print of the Pinney House shown 
nearby has been drawn by Bill Huse, a society 
member. Note paper and 8 x 10 prints suitable 
for framing with a reproduction of the drawing 
will be available for purchase at the party. 

Built in 1887 by Dr. Elbert Pinney on his 
tract of land, the Pinney House was the second 




hotel to be built in Sierra Madre. According to an 
autobiography by William Spaulding, a Los Angeles 
newspaperman back then and an early Sierra Madre 
resident, he had met Sierra Madre founder Na¬ 
thaniel Carter when Carter placed ads in that L.A. 
paper to sell his Sierra Madre land. Spaulding 
paid Carter a mere $50 an acre for 40 acres of 
land here. When Dr. Pinney purchased his land, it 
bordered Spaulding’s parcel. Incidentally, an east¬ 
ern portion of land was owned by Percy Wilson 
who built the 1881 Dick and Elva Johnson home 
and location of the society’s social last year, 
last year. 

At the time of this exciting land boom. 
Dr. Pinney and Spaulding combined forces, adver¬ 
tised their land and had no trouble selling most of 
it for $1000 an acre — quite a jump from the $50 
an acre Spaulding paid originally. 

The Pinney House provided a place for pros¬ 
pective land buyers to stay and it also became a 
popular resort hotel. When the hotel first opened, 
it was called the Sierra Vista Hotel, advertised 
to show a spectacular view of the mountains and the 
valley. A later owner in the early 1900s called it 
the Sierra Madre Hotel. 

In the 1920s it became Hord Sanitarium for 
the treatment of liquor and drug addiction, and 
shortly after that came a change to the care of 
patients with asthma and respiratory problems. 
Jimmy Durante’s mother was a patient here then. 

A number of years ago, the building was 
converted to the rental apartments that make up the 
building today. Pinney House was never a private 
home. Those attending the Historical Society’s party 
may go inside the building but there isn’t too

You may call 
1 (800) 345-VOTE anytime, leave your 
name and address and a form will be 
sent to you. 

— You are registered when you receive a 
voter notification card from the Registrar- 
Recorder. It should arrive within 30 days. 

— Registration In California Is permanent. 
You do not have to vote In each and any 
election to remain registered. 

— If you move, change your name or want 
to change your political party, you must 
reregister. 

— You can only register for yourself. 

— If you plan to be away on election 
day, vote absentee. Apply for an absentee 
ballot on the form In your sample ballot 
material, or at the County Registrar-Re¬ 
corder office. 

— If you are disabled, you can vote by 
absentee ballot. A new state law estab¬ 
lishes a Permanent Absentee Voter Status 
for those whose mobility is impaired. 

Revival of 
‘trickftreaf 

TrIck-or-Treaters have become an en¬ 
dangered species In recent years due to 
carelessness and lack of proper planning 
and common sense, according to Joseph 
M. Kaplan, president of Greater Los An¬ 
geles Chapter National Safety Council. 

“Parents should flame proof cos¬ 
tumes and make sure masks have large 
enough eye holes for all around vision 
and have proper ventilation for breathing. 
To avoid tripping, pant legs should not be 
too long. Costumes should be brightly 
colored, and reflective tape Is suggested 
to keep them highly visible. Children 
should have adult supervision when trick- 
or-treating, and should be well-fed before 
leaving home so they aren’t tempted to 
eat collected candy before It’s inspected 
by an adult. 

“Good pedestrian habits are essen¬ 
tial to the survival of the trick-or-treater. 
Use sidewalks, not the street, for walk¬ 
ing. Cross the street only at corners, 
never between parked cars. Look in all 
directions before crossing and obey all 
traffic signs and signals. ’’

Methodist hires pharmacy students 


Some called him Daddy Pete; some called 
him Papa Pete. Several called him Charlie 
Pete, Charlie, Chaz . . . and all called him 
“friend.” 

Charlie Peterson, our dear friend who died 
last week, was one person who had no 
enemies, a unique quality indeed. 

Over 40 years ago, a rapid onslaught of 
multiple sclerosis sent him to bed for a year. 
He was never still, however. From his bed, 
he helped in many ways, from shelling peas 
to telling stories to the transfixed children’s 
faces, to helping Margie make plans for the 
nursery school. That school celebrated its 
fourth decade this year-. 

Charlie’s legs grew stronger at the end of 
that year as he followed his regimen of therapy. 
While Margie ran the nursery school, he 
quietly practiced walking with crutches. And 
he kept his surprise of being able to walk 
short distances without his crutches until the 
right moment. One evening while she prepared 
dinner, he walked across the kitchen and 
put his arms around- his wife. That’s when 
she realized he could walk once again. 

Margie was the girl he’d tried to teach to 
ride a bike when she was only 10 years old. 
He tried so hard that she fell in a mud 
puddle. And he fell for her. 

He waited for her to grow up. And when 
she did, he delivered milk to her house 
and seemed to stay longer at Margie’s house 
than anywhere else. In fact, his friend, Bobby 
Clark, teased him about the milk getting 
sour if he couldn’t move a bit faster. 

So he and Margie were married and they 
moved next door to the house on Suffolk 
where he’d been born and raised. That’s 
where they built the nursery school. 

Charlie was such an integral part of that 
school that his handiwork can be seen from 
the front walk to the back of the lot. He 
planted. He built. He constructed. He learned 
from his mistakes and watched professional 
builders until he instinctively knew how “to 
ipake crooked houses straight and straight 
houses crooked,” Margie says. The whole 
backyard is designed for children’s imagina¬ 
tions. 

And he was a good father. When son 


Dan bcseeched him for a swimming pool, 
Charlie suggested a deal: if Dan would dig a 
hole big enough and deep enough, Charlie 
would sec that he had that swimming pool. 

Dan took after his dad with his deter¬ 
mination. The enterprising 10-year-old gathered 
his Scout friends together and they dug a hole 
big enough and deep enough. And Charlie 
had to come through on his end of the 
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stands there today, the one in which the nur¬ 
sery school children learn how to swim. 

His antics around the fire house are le¬ 
gendary. We’ve been told how he loved to 
let the fire bell rip unnecessarily. He’d been 
gently chastised about it and he’d always 
blame someone else, his wide blue eyes as 
innocent as possible. One day the other fire¬ 
men decided to “pant” him — one got on 
either side and took off his pants in front 
of the whole crew. 

At the next fire in town, the same fire 
bell rose unnecessarily and the chief suggested 
they “pant” him again. This time he was 
ready. When the pants came down, the other 
firemen were aghast to see what he was 
wearing: fire red boXer shorts trimmed in red 
fringe. 

At his funeral last Thursday, those same 
firemen, along with the new ones, filed into 
the church in full dress uniform. They sat at 
attention before the golden pine box covered 
with flowers, and they lifted that box and set 
it atop “Old 44,” the city’s old fire engine, . 
with loving hands. 

The procession of all the city’s fire equip¬ 
ment and the whole assemblage of firemen 
drove slowly to the cemetery with their pre¬ 
cious cargo and saluted him at his final rest¬ 
ing place with tears in their eyes. 

Two years ago when he and Margie were 
choosing their burial sites at Sierra Madre 
Pioneer Cemetery, they had two choices. One 
was the McMillan area in which former Sierra 
Madre Police Chief McMillan is buried. They 
chose that area. 

After Charlie’s death, Margie said, “Now 
Charlie, the old fire horse, and McMillan, 
the old police chief, are together and must 
have a lot to talk about.”

The project would remove 22 utility poles, 
convert six streti lights and underground approxi¬ 
mately 2000 feet of electrical distribution lines 
along Baldwin Ave. and the entrance to the com¬ 
munity. 

As noted in the public hearing. Southern 
California Edison would provide trenching, back¬ 
fill and pavement repairs and the property owner 
would be responsible for the connection from the 
existing overhead to underground service at the 
service meter and “pull box.” 

The cost? Don Meyer from Edison said the land- 
owner would pay between $250 and $750, depend¬ 
ing upon the electrical contractor. 

General Telephone and Group W Cable would 
be allowed to run in the same trench; however, 
the property owner would be responsible for both 
of those connections, Meyer explained. He said 
that a customer service planner from his company 
would work individually with each property owner 
to make arrangements for compiling the work with 
as little damage to the property as possible. 

The trench dug, he said, would be 36 inches 
deep and 12 inches wide, and tunneling under 
driveways would be done when necessary. 

Council members will probably continue the 
public hearing concerning this utilky underground- 
tng at the first meeting in October.
